Elected a 
member of the Council cf Nationalities of the USSR Supreme Soviet in 1946, 
1950, 1954, 1958, 1962, and 1966. Delegate to the 21st Congress of the 
CPSU from Rostov Oblast in 1959. In 1960 attended the Communist Party 
Conference in the North Caucasus Military District. Delegate to 23d Com- 
munist Party Congress, 1966.

Later broke out with his unit from German 
encirclement in the North Caucasus, fought 
in the battle of Stalingrad (now Volgo- 
grad), Jul.
